Totila, thar an infinite Number died un, and every one 
was forced to eat Dogs, Cats, c. and at laſt the City ſurren- 
dered ; upon which Torila ſent his Ambaſſadors to Juſinias 
offering to be his Servant and good Friend, and to preſerve the 
Ciry, if he would grant himPeace; otherwiſe he threatned 
to raze it, and make the moſt cruel War he could. But 
Inſtini an reritfied an Anſwer, that his General Be/:ſarius 
was in Hal, to whom he referred all Matters: at which 
Leila was ſo inraged, that he laid the beſt part of Rome in 
Aſhes, and forced the Inhabitants to abandon it; after 
which he marched againſt John, who Thewed himſelf ſo 
much a Coward, that he would not joyn with him, but 
put himſelf into Otranto, the fartheſt part of all Calabria; 
whereby Totila, without any Reſiſtance, took all Calabria, 
1 and Lucania, which till then held for the Em- 
In the mean time Beliſarius recovered his Health, and 
entred upon a Reſolution, to repair, re-edify and defend 
Rome. Wherefore firſt ſending his Wife to Conſtantinople, he 
immediately went to Rome, and with all Expedition cauſed 
Trenches to be digged, Ramparts to be made where the 
Walls were thrown down, and all the Victuals, which 
could be got, to be brought, and ſo made a City of that 
which lay waſte; and in this Undertaking divers of the 
Citizens, for the Love of their Country, joyned with 
him. As ſoon ag Tora heard of this, he returned and 
laid Siege again to Rome; but Beliſarius defended it ſo well, 
that he was quickly forced to raiſe ir. In the mean time 
Captain John in Calabria and Apulia gathered the Citizens 
of Rome together, and ſent them home again; and Beliſa- 
rius, having well fortified the City, joyned with John, and 
went in purſuit of Totila, whereby many things of moment 
fell our, too tedious to be recited here.

When 
Phocas could not by Force prevail, he fled to Craft, and 1 
laſt perſwaded Narſes to return into his own Country, and 
with repeated Promiſes and Oaths engaged to do him no 
Injury; but he had no ſooner got him into his Power, but 
he burnt him alive to the great Diſcontent of the Rom 
People.

The Army was twice over- 
thrown, and the General ſlain, and the Mahometens purſuing 
their ViQories, took from the Greeks , the Countries of 
opt, Syria and other Provinces of Africa, where Mahi. 
met encreaſed his Triumphs and his Trophies. 
- Being now ſubje& to a many. Infirmities, proceed- 
ing r from his inordinate and looſe Life, than the 
Burthen of his Years, he retired full of Glory, as a King 
and Prophet, to Mecca, where he reſolved to end. his Days, 
having affirmed in the Alcoran that twas the moſt holy 
City in the World; as that wherein the Temple of Abra- 
bam, built miraculouſly by Angels, ſtood, to be the Sanctu- 
ary of all that repair thither in Pilgrimage. Upon which 
Account, after he had taken the Ci of Antioch, he durſt 
not enter into it in perſon, leſt by the pleaſant and fertile 
Situation of it, he ſhould have been enticed to deſert 
Mecca, and contradi@ his own Prophecy. His Life now 
drawing to an end, a Frenzy ſeized him, and on the Seventh 

Day he became frantick. Haly , One of his Succeſlors,

But ſince that time things are very much altered; and 
tho at preſent the Univerſity is full of Perſons of great 
Tearning yet her Credit and Authority are mightily dimin- 
iſhed; efpecialhy ſince about the middle of * 15th Cen- 
tury. ſhe ſuſſered ſeveral Loſſes, which ſhe will find very 
difficult ever t repair. However this does not hinder 
the Scienees flopriſhing as much as in any other Part of 
Europe, and are taught with much Succeſs and Profit. 
The Univerſity is divided into Four Faculties, and over 
them all they have for their Head a Rector, who is choſen 
every Three Months. Formerly they choſe him every Six 
Weeks, but late Four Times a Year hath been thought 
often enouꝗ The Four Faculties are Divinity, Law, 
 Phyſick, and the Arti. Divinity is profeſt only in the Sor. 
bonne, and in the Colledge of Navarre. For the Law, as 
it is divided; into the Civ Law and Canon Law, ſo there 
are Profeſſofð for both in a Colledge, which ſtands in the 
Rue Saint Jean de Beasvait. Sometime ſince the King 
founded a' New Chair for the French Law. There is but 
one Colledge for Phyſick, which is in the Rue de la Bu- 
cherie, where there is an Amphi - Theater (as the Phyſick 
Bills call it) in which they often make Diſſections of Hu- 
man Bodies. As for the Faculty of the Arts, which is 
the laſt, that is ſubdivided into four Nations: The Na- 
tion of France, the Nation of Picardy, the Nation of Nor- 
mandy, and the Nation of Germany, the laſt whereof was 
put in the Room of that of England, which was excluded 
by reaſon of thoſe Cryel Wars; which have been between 
the Engliſb amd French.

Over againſt the Door, where you enter, are divers kinds 
of Habits, made of the Feathers of Paroquets, and other 
Birds, wrought together. with great Art, and brought from 


America ; 2 Cuiraſs and à Corſelet of Japan, made of 
Varniſh, and of an unuſual Shape; « Shield made of Silk, 
probably coming from the ſame Country: and that which 
can hardly be ſeen elſewhere, a great Number of Shoes 
belonging to almoſt-all Nations in the Lewant, extreamly 


different in Shape, from what we wear. There is alſo à 


Chain made of Wood, very light and very long, and made 
all out of One Piece; ſeveral petrified Things very cu- 
rious; and among the reſt One Stone compoſed of divers 
Pieces, in ſuch a manner, that it cannot be diſcerned, 
whether it be the Production of Art or Nature. Beſides 
which are ſeveral other Rarities, as the Jaw of a Fiſh, 
of extraordinary Greatneſs, having in it ſeveral Rows of 


- ſharp Teeth'; ſeveral good Piftures, with divers other 
rare and well collected Things.

But in 
the 15th Century, Meſſire Guillaume Duprat, Biſhop of 
Clerment, being at the Council of Trent, on behalf of the 


Kingdom of France, contracted there a particular Friend- 
ſhip with certain Jeſuits, whom he met with at that Aſſem- 


bly ; of whoſe Learning and Piety he conceived ſo high 


an Eſteem , that when he rerbtned-he* brought them 
with him into France, to inſtru&/ the Youth in Human
